Lewis to ld the inv esti­ 
gato rs. He was quo ted as saing 
he killed the girl becau se he 
feared she wo uld tell her father 
he had hit her. 
Mo rriso n said Lewis to ld o f 
hiding the girl’s bicy cle and ru n­ 
ning to his sister’s ho use half a 
mile away when he heard a po ­ 
lice siren. The po lice car was 
o n the way to an accident scene. 
Sheriff Ro bert C a m p b e l l 
said Lewis had a histo ry o f men­ 
tal illness and was picked up in 
Akro n in 19 56 to be sent to a 
Su mmit Co unt receiv ing ho s­ 
pital.

Senate begins its histo ric de­ 
bate o n the civ il rights bill Mo n­ 
day . 
“ We hav e reached a po int 
where we can no lo nger ev ade 
o r av o id this issu e,” declared 
Demo cratic leader Mike Mans­ 
field as he anno unced he was 
b r i n g i n g the 
co ntro v ersial 
measu re to the flo o r. 
The way was cleared Friday 
when the Senate, ru nning be­ 
hind its timetable, sent to the 
Ho use by a 53-35 v o te the ad­ 
ministratio n’s electio n-y ear co t­ 
to n and wheat plan.

Ruby in his Caro usel Club, is 
pregnant 
and

Fo u r o f the men were re­ 
captu red sho rtly after the break 
abo ut 3:30 p.m. The fifth was 
recaptu red at a Dallas Co unty 
residence 
this 
mo rning. 
The 
o ther two still were at large. 
The escape wro u ght sho uting 
co nfusio n in the hallway o utside 
the co u rtro o m where Ruby was 
o n trial, bu t the sessio n was no t 
interru pted. 
Few inside were 
aware o f the melee. 
“ Little Ly nn” was being es­ 
co rted to the wo men’s ro o m by 
Mrs. Melv in Belli, wife o f the 
head defense lawy er, and Mrs.

the new situation in Washing­ 
ton as “The Iv y League is out; 
the Southwestern Conference is 
in. The dinner dance is out; the 
sq uare dance is in. Reading is 
out; arithmetic is in.” These 
easy q uips suggest a mood. 
Jesus watched this same hu­ 
man desire and used it to de­ 
scribe the meaning of the king­ 
dom of God. Using picture lang­ 
uage familiar to his listeners, 
he told of 99 sheep who were 
“in,” as far as the flock was 
concerned; and one was “out.” 
The concept of the kingdom is 
captured in the fact that the 
lost sheep is still an “in” sheep 
as far as the Shepherd is con­ 
cerned. 
Or consider a father with two 
sons, one of whom became an 
“out” and left home. His father 
watched and waited, prayed and 
hoped. He was “out” from 
home; he was “in” as far as 
lov e was concerned. And the 
older brother who stayed home 
grumbling was “in,” and yet 
was 4 out” as far as his under­ 
standing of this same lov e is 
concerned. 
Being “in” is neither being 
in the block nor out of the 
flock. It is understanding a pri­ 
or relationship. 
The sheep belonged to the 
shepherd, the son to the father. 
There is a belonging to this cen­ 
tral fact, ev en when it isn't rec­ 
ognized. It’s too easy for those 
who know of the “outs” to 
wipe them from sight and mem­ 
ory. The joy in heav en which 
Jesus discussed was ov er the 
recov ery of the one who was 
lost. It is this joy which we re­ 
q uire and all too seldom hear. 
The old symbols change and 
it may seem difficult to know 
who’s an “in.” Yet the mature 
faith is that which can say “In 
Him we mov e and liv e and 
hav e our being.” It is John 
Oxenham insisting “In Christ 
there is no east or west, in Him 
no north or south.” 
This is no easy or automatic 
arriv al. It req uires the matur 
ing understanding of a rela­ 
tionship. The real “in” knows 
that there is some sense in be­ 
ing discov ered, in being restor 
ed to the family relationship. 
All of us know this, and betray 
it as easily as did that older 
brother. His sin was simply that 
he was glad that his brother 
was gone, and nev er wanted 
him returned. He thought he 
was an “in.” He was an “out.” 
That’s about the most im­ 
portant 
recognition 
we 
can 
make — that, and the know­ 
ledge that ev en when we feel 
“out,” there is the faith that 
nothing can ev er separate us 
from the lov e of God.

E. E. Holt, Ohio state su perintend ent 
of ed u cation, has warned pu blic schools 
throu ghou t the state to k eep their spend ­ 
ing insid e legislativ e appropriations. 
He say s his office will fu rnish accu rate 
certifications based on a $510.5 appropria­ 
tion for the cu rrent two-y ear book k eeping 
period and that this will represent the 
absolu te limit of spend ing. 
This is being d one u nd er ord ers from 
the State Controlling Board to av ert d eficit 
spend ing by OhiD schools, in the ex pecta­ 
tion that the d eficit wou ld be mad e u p 
by iu tu re su pplemental appropriations. 


IN THE FEDERAL gov ernment, the 
su pplemental appropriation is a stand ard 
d ev u e to k eep the right hand from k now­ 
ing what the left hand is d oing. 
A great show is mad e of liv ing insid e 
a bu d get, ev en of liv ing insid e a pre- 
shru r.k bu d get. Then when popu lar atten­ 
tion has shifted to some other focu s in 


gov ernment, a su pplemental appropriation 
is au thorized q u ietly by Congress. 
This mak es it possible for the spend ers 
to carry on d ou ble-ed ged d eficit financing 
—once in passage of an appropriation 
greater than rev enu e, the second time in 
passage of a su pplemental appropriation 
ad d ing still more to the national d eficit. 


OHIO SCHOOLS will be ex pected to 
stay insid e their allotments u nd er the Ohio 
School Fu nd ation Law, in the spirit of 
Micawber’s Law: 
Trou ble ensu es when ou tgo ex ceed s 
income. 
The law was laid d own by Mr. Wilk ins 
Micawber, the financial geniu s of Charles 
Dick ens’ “Dav id Copperfield ,” who spent 
many of his d ay s in d ebtors’ prison be­ 
cau se he failed to k eep his own law. 
Wilk ins Micawber is persona non 
g rata 
in Ohio. 


For Economic Stimulation 


Withou t ex ception, enterprise wou ld lik e 
to u se money sav ed by tax mod ification 
to increase its profit-mak ing potential. 
This was the intent of tax red u ction 
when it was proposed by Presid ent Ken­ 
ned y in 19 6 3—the intent when its passage 
throu gh Congress was brou ght abou t by 
Presid ent Johnson in 196 4. 
The United States need ed a boost in its 
capacity to prod u ce wealth. Tax red u c­ 
tion was su pposed to giv e it that boost. 
Bu t if money not paid ou t by enterprise 
throu gh tax red u ction were to be u sed for 
nonprod u ctiv e pu rposes—if no ad d itional 
capacity for prod u cing wealth and pro- 


Representation 
A single congressional d istrict in Tex as, 
If the state were reapportioned to carry 
ou t the U.S. Su preme Cou rt’s ru ling that 
d istricts shou ld be approx imately eq u al in 
popu lation, wou ld be as large as the entire 
state of Ok lahoma.

Any d ay now ind ignant su bscribers and 
tax pay ers will blast off again abou t the 
terrible cond ition of second ary and terti­ 
ary highway s. 
It is a d isgrace, they will say , that su ch 
cond itions shou ld prev ail. 
They will claim to hav e been in sink 
holes large enou gh to lose a car and to 
hav e hit chu ck holes d eep enou gh to 
break a spring. Mind less of the fact these 
things go with the break u p of a hard 
winter, they will rant and rav e, hinting at 
misfeasance, malfeasance and nonfeas­ 
ance and threatening reprisals at the polls 
it no-accou nt pu blic officials d o not d ry 
u p ev ery thing and mak e all road s ship­ 
shape before y on su n sink eth again in the 
West 
Road s that are passable at all in March 
and April are a phenomenon of my gen­ 
eration. I can remember when the big 
thin'L was to get this state “ou t of the 
mu d . ’ 
AUTO BUSINESS was raring to go, 
bu t iwo things had to happen first. Tires 
had to mad e d epend able and road su r­ 
faces had to be hard ened . Science cou ld 
tak e care of tires. Road s were politics. 
They took longer 
Incred ible things happened . Most in- 
cred itle, by hind sight, was the constru c­ 
tion of pieces of road s — say one mile. 
There also were half-road s. If politicos 
cou ld n't wangle enou gh money to bu ild a 
whole one they ’d bu ild a road a car and 
a-hali wid e.’ They thou ght u p the three- 
lane road —later the k iller ty pe. Bless 
their pointed head s. 
I remember an 8 0-mile trip ov er what 


v id ing employ ment were ad d ed —tax re­ 
d u ction wou ld be a mock ery . 
This is being pointed ou t by enterprise. 


OHIO BELL Telephone’s annou ncement 
of a $7 million steu p in its ex pansion and 
improv ement program in the nex t two 
y ears is ty pical of bu siness reaction to 
the tax cu t. The $7 million stepu p wou ld 
bring the company ’s 19 6 4-6 5 ex pansion 
and improv ement total to $19 3 million. 
The company points ou t this wou ld be 
in line with both the fed eral gov ernment’s 
policy and the program for d ev elopment 
in Ohio. As many as 6 00 ad d itional jobs 
wou ld resu lt from the increased sched u le. 
An ad d itional benefit wou ld be stabili­ 
zation of rates ind efinitely ; no increases 
wou ld be need ed . And to those who might 
prefer to blop u p the tar sav ing in rate 
red u ction, the company points ou t that 
this was neither the stated nor the im­ 
plied pu rpose of tar red u ction. 


THE PURPOSE was to accelerate the 
national rate of economic growth. 
If the pu rpose were not honored , if 
sav ings were pid d led away in nonprod u c­ 
tiv e way s, the ex periment in economic 
stimu lation proposed by Presid ent Ken­ 
ned y early in 1963 and pu t in motion this 
y ear wou ld be fored oomed to failu re. 
The cu t was rev er intend ed for a qu ick 
pick -me-u p bu t for long-range economic 
stimu lation.

been angered by what they call 
the failu re of members of the 
Cabinet to pay them and their 
d emand s mu ch heed . The re­ 
belliou s u nion chiefs—centered 
mostly in the AFL-CIO Mari­ 
time Trad es Dept. (MTD)—as­ 
sert they are being tak en for 
granted 
by

the White Hou se.

“ We hav e been d oing mu ch 
think ing abou t this,” Hall told 
this reporter the other d ay , 
“ and we are read y to pu t u p 
money for the opposition. We 
get a promise from the White 
Hou se and it is rarely carried 
throu gh by Cabinet members. 
We can’t ev en get to talk to 
some of them. Agricu ltu re Sec­ 
retary Orv ille Freeman is one 
ex ample, and we find that Mr. 
Mcamara’s Defense Dept, isn’t 
giv ing mu ch heed either.” 
Nor d id Hall hav e k ind word s 
for 
Secretary 
of 
Commerce 
Lu ther Hod ges, whom he called 
“ asinine” and then ad d ed that, 
“ It’s regrettable that he is part 
of this ad ministration.” 
THIS IS a major rev olt on 
a 
wid e 
front. 
The 
Maritine 
Trad es Dept., of which Hall is 
presid ent, has a d irect affilia­ 
tion to locals with some 400,000 
members who are part of 29 
international u nions with a total 
of more than 4.5 million mem­ 
bers. 
“ We can brid ge the gap be­ 
tween ou r MTD and the other 


millions,” Hall warned . “ Any ­ 
one who believ es we can be 
tak en for granted will hav e to 
tak e u s on politically . The Cab­ 
inet members won’t be able to 
hid e behind the fact that they 
are not ru nning for office and 
may hold their positions for 
y ears. 
“ We plan 
to go 
into their 
home states and hold the Dem­ 
ocratic party responsible 
for 
them. As for Mr. 
Freeman, 
we’ll ju st u rge ev ery work ing 
man in his state of Minnesota 
to v ote Repu blican. 
“As for Mr. Hod ges, we will 
go into the North Carolina pri­ 
maries to try and beat his 
friend s. We’ll go any where there 
are close elections. 
“Remember that Mr. Free­ 
man’s 
Democratic-Farm-Labor 
party carried Minnesota by only 
a few v otes and only after a 
recou nt.” 


ANOTHER CABINET rank of­ 
ficial on the MTD list is Frank ­ 
lin D. Roosev elt Jr., whom Mr. 
Hall plans to d enou nce in a 
pu blic speech shortly in New 
York . 
A rev olt against the Demo­ 
cratic party in New York , for 
ex ample, cou ld swing sev eral 
congressional seats to the TOP 
this y ear. The Repu blicans lost 
them by only a few hu nd red 
v otes.

IT WAS NATURAL for the 
farm bill to tak e preced ence 
these last few d ay s ov er the 
civ il rights measu re becau se, 
with the wheat-harv esting sea­ 
son close at hand , there cou ld 
hard ly be any d elay if the ad ­ 
ministration wanted to capital­ 
ize politically on what it was 
d oing to help the farmer bu t 
nex t week the d ebate on civ il 
rights is ex pected to start in 
earnest.

hav e a certain strategy in mind . 
They want to appear to be in 
fav o r o f civ il rig ht« but at the 


same time they recognize that

antagonism, 
entirely 
apart from racial qu estions. 
There may arise, therefore, a 
k ind of competition between the 
Repu blicans and the Sou thern 
Democrats in proposing amend ­ 
ments to the ad ministration’s 
bill.

Democrats 
are 
anx iou s 
to 
please their constitu ents and 
will d o whatev er they can to 
improv e the measu re from their 
stand point. 
The Repu blicans are cogni­ 
zant of the fact that in the 
Northern states, especially in 
the popu lou s areas, a certain 
amou nt of opposition to the civ ­ 
il rights measu re has alread y 
d ev eloped , especially in connec­ 
tion with the “pu blic accommo­ 
d ations” 
and 
“fair 
employ ­ 
ment” sections. 


THE IDEA of hav ing a gov ­ 
ernment “gestapo” entering into 
bu siness 
establishments 
and 
cross-ex amining 
ev ery 
ex ecu ­ 
tiv e as to what was in his mind 
when he hired one person in­ 
stead of another is repellent to 
a good many people in the 
North who themselv es are in 
fav or of “civ il rights” in a gen­ 
eral sense. 
There also is a rising opposi­ 
tion to civ il rights programs as 
a resu lt of the school boy cotts 
which threaten the “neighbor­ 
hood school” sy stem. Perhaps 
this sentiment is ty pified by a 
letter which appeared in a New 
York newspaper the other d ay 
criticizing the u se of the term 
“ex tremist” for those parents 
who oppose the transporting of 
pu pils to correct “racial imbal­ 
ance” in the schools. It said : 
“I hav e the nerv e to want my 
child ren to go to ou r neighbor­ 
hood school — one block away 
from 
ou r 
home. 
TTiis 
‘ex ­ 
tremist’ wants her child ren t 
come for lu nch ev ery d ay . She 
tremist’ wants her child ren to 
come for lu nch ev ery d ay . She 
wants her child ren to walk to 
school in familiar su rrou nd ings. 
She was u nd er the impression 
that her family had civ il rights 
too." 
There are millions and mil­ 
lio ns o f parents who resent fed­ 
eral interferences with the e^ 


eration of pu blic schools and 
members of Congress are ju st 
now beginning to feel the pres­ 
su re from the v ariou s d istricts. 


SO THE ATMOSPHERE in a 
few week s may be ripe for a 
compromise, or what the poli­ 
ticians call a “d eal.” 
Presid ent Johnson d ou btless 
has mad e no commitments to 
any bod y , and will try to get the 
Hou se bill passed , bu t sooner or 
later he will be confronted with 
a practical problem. If the bill 
passes 
notwithstand ing 
t h e 
wid espread 
opposition, 
t h e 
Johnson ad ministration will be 
blamed for it. If the measu re 
is amend ed so as to eliminate 
what are consid ered to be harsh 
and objectionable featu res, Mr. 
Johnson will get the cred it for 
hav ing ov ercome mu ch of the 
opposition to the bill. 
It cou ld strengthen his v ote- 
getting 
opportu nities 
in 
the 
Sou th withou t really lessening 
any su bstantial part of the Ne­ 


gro v ote. 
There are many senators who 
feel a compromise is almost in­ 
ev itable. Otherwise, it is qu ite 
possible that there might be not 
only a filibu ster against the 
measu re, bu t, by v ariou s pro­ 
ced u ral 
d ev ices, 
amend ments 
might be offered which cou ld 
mak e it u nsatisfactory to both 
sid es. 
THE PRESIDENT, of cou rse, 
has not failed to tak e ad v an­ 
tage of his opportu nity d u ring 
consid eration of the farm bill 
to bestow a few fav ors here 
and there on some of the sena­ 
tors interested in 
c e r t a i n 
phases of the agricu ltu ral leg­ 
islation, and d ou btless he is 
hoping 
this 
pr o c e s s 
will 
strengthen his hand when the 
chips are d own and the final 
stage in the “civ il rights” d e­ 
bate in Congress is reached . 
With the farm bill ou t of the 
way this week , the road will 
be 
clear 
for 
some 
real 
maneu v ering.

Ma ny Youngs te rs 
Are Vic tims of 
Hobby Bug

When a youngster receives 
a 
nick el or a dime from his par­ 
ents these days, he may exam­ 
ine it carefully before exchang­ 
ing it for candy or pop at the 
neighborhood grocery store. 
If he does give it more than 
a cursory glance, chances are 
he’s a fledgling numismatist — 
one of the multitude of coin col­ 
lectors who have been increas­ 
ing rapidly in the past few 
years. 
The “coin collectitis” bug has 
bitten numerous area residents, 
including the younger set.

“ A person who allows his shortage, 
sk ills and experience to go into 
disuse upon his retirement is 
as much a dropout as a teen­ 
ager who quits school before 
graduation.”

Charles R. Gibbs Jr., mana­ 
ger of the First National drive- 
in bank , says that since Christ­ 
mas the bank has had difficulty 
securing coins from the Fede­ 
ral Reserve Bank , “ therefore 
we have tried to discourage 
people from ask ing for coins. 
We try to accommodate our cus­ 
tomers, of course,” he said, 
“but sometimes it’s difficult to 
do that and k eep an adequate 
supply of coins on hand at the 
same time.’’ 
Gibbs says adults account for 
the preponderance of coins tak ­ 
en from the bank .

“ CONSEQUENTLY,” 
says 
Gibbs, “we sometimes run into 
the bothersome situation where­ 
in a collector, having requested 
rolls of coins, 
refuses 
them 
when he sees the identifying 
numbers or names which sig­ 
nify that they have already been 
inspected.” 
Morris E. Hollinger, assistant 
cashier at the Farmers Nation­ 
al Bank , says hundreds of dol­ 
lars in coins are tak en out of 
the bank every week . “How­ 
ever, we have never experienc­ 
ed an acute shortage since we 
won’t let the situation get to 
that point,” he said. One of the 
safeguards is refusing coins in 
bulk 
amounts 
to 
out-of-town 
residents. 
For a while, Hollinger said, 
the bank permitted persons to 
inspect coins in the lobby. “But 
soon they were monopolizing 
the desk s, leaving no room for 
other patrons, so we were forc­ 
ed to insist the collectors tak e 
their coins out of the building,” 
he said. 


NORMAN

ECKFELD, 
manager of the Home Savings 
and 
Loan 
Co., 
says, 
“We 
haven’t had any unusually large 
coin demands made on us. And 
since we don’t deal in extreme­ 
ly heavy volumes of coins as 
commercial

A hitherto untapped source— 
but one at which collectors train 
covetous eyes in vain—is the 
city auditor’s office at City 
Hall.
